vices in the Educational and related social^ sciences*

Since It began operating in the ]Did*t960*s, ERIC has been the subject of a 
steady flow of literature* An attempt is made to maintain some degree of bih* 
liographic control over the more substantive materials which have been pro- 
duced. The resulf: is the ERIC publication A Bihliogpophy of Publications 
ci>cut the Educational Resources Information Center (1978). The documents 
cited - some of which are appropriate for classroom use - are essential to 
any study of ERIC.

2.5 ERIC COLLECTIONS OUTSIDE NORTH AMERICA 

According to the Directory of ERIC Microfiche Collections (September 
7t4 of these collections are in use; 640 in the U.S.A. and its dependi^nt 
territories (Guam, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands), forty in Canada nno 
eleven in Australia, leaving only twenty-three collections in use in fvixn't*. 
other countries all over the world. 

On-line retrieval processes are rapidly growing in number all over the woria 
and the price of a complete ERIC microfiche collection (covering the period 
I966-I979, with a total of around 200,000 microfiche cards representing 
around 150,000 titles) costs around $20,000. The above-mentioned numbers 
alone clearly demonstrate the poverty of access to educational information 
which users outside North America aiid Australia have ~ this nothwithstanding 
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the fact that the sum of \SS$ 20,000 is no more than the equivalent of about 
one year*8 salary of a primary school teacher in the developed countries 
and maybe two or three in the Third World-

7.2 DIRECT APPROACH 

Search questions can be put d^ ^ct onto the desks of service personnel of 
the institution which administers the data collection. This can be done 
by going along to the offices of the institution concerned, by telephoning 
or telexing, or by mailing the request, often using a special request form. 
It is important to state clearly the number of references expected and the 
sum of money which is available for the particular search. 

The advantage of this ntethod is that it can be done from almost anywhere in 
the world, independent of the geographical distance or level of development 
of a particular country. It is not, however, always the most efficient 
method. 

Unless the user is very well acquainted with the organization running the 
data base, he will receive information which depends on the interpretation 
which the handling officer gives to the search question, and the search 
strategy which the officer employs. Too often, f:he resulting answers con- 
tain a lot of 'noise*. 

The opportunity of using retrieval systems such as DATRIX (University 
Microfilms International), ERIC, and *'PASCAL*' have already been mentioned 
earlier.

7*3 SUBSCRIPTION 

An advanced method of using computerized information is to subscribe to 
standing selective dissemination of information (SDI) services, tailor^ade 
for an individual and/or an organization, for example, the Asca system of 
the Institute for Scientific Information; or on a more collective base to- 
gether vith others (therefore cheaper), for example, the Ascatopics system, 
described above* 

It should be understood that a certain amount of *noise* is alvays inherent 
in the (cheaper) collective approaches, such as Ascatopics; while in the 
tailor^^nade SDI~services this can be reduced to an acceptable minimum 
through consultations with service personnel*

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7.4. TAPE PURCHASE OR HIRE 

Another method of gaining access to information is to buy or hire copies 'of 
tapes from the producing institutions. These are then used locally by other 
computer centres which, in turn, provide access facilities for a local or 
regional customer group.

7.5 ON-LINE INFORMATION RETRIEVAL 

The most advanced method of information retrieval available at present is 
the hiring of a terminal connected by telephone lines to existing data 
bases. These systems can be regional, national or intercontinental (via sea- 
cable or satellite), and are often operated In relation with time-sharing 
networks such, as ESRO, Cegos-Tymsharc and Tele^Net. They usually tap from a 
number of bases and are often available for use through a ccmnercial, infor- 
mation selling institution. 

Put simply, an on-line information retrieval system is one in which a user 
can, via computer, interrogate direct a machine-readi* le data base of docu- 
ment representations. In on on-line system there is two^ay commnication 
between the coTtputer and the user by way of input/output devices such as 
a teletypewriter or cathode ray tube display connected to the computer by 
some communication channel, whiek my be <^ regular telephone line* 

Effectively, this means that such systems can be used anywhere in the world 
where a noimil telephone is aoailci>le to* the user and provided a terminal 
is available to be connected wi^h the in forma tion-pi*ovi ding computer through 
this telephone.

Such problems occur in all delegated search systems* 

The degree of esqpeHence tiMch a terminal operates has with the different 
data bases plays an important vole in reducing *noise*» other than the tech- 
nical and atmospheric influences in long distance (cable or satellite) con- 
nections* However^ given the vast quantity of information in education and 
related fields^ computerization has become a necessity, rather than a luxury* 

These developments and experiences seem to prove the theory of the Dutch his- 
torian» Professor !tomein» that the disadvantage of backwardness can be turned 
into an advantage when, at the start of new activities, one makes a system- 
atic use of more e££icient» economic approaches* In influencing developing 
countries^ or new activities being initiated elsewhere^ on educational inCor* 
mation, it would be wise to consider this viewpoint*
